Claim 1 is amended as follows: 

1 . Fibre grating filter optical waveguide device, comprising an optical fibre 

consisting essentially of silica, whereby said optical fibre has an area with a 
diffracting grating region, wherein said area with a diffracting grating region is in 
direct contact with a material having a negative thermal expansion coefficient a 
satisfying the following equation: 

a=-(dn e ff/dT)/n e ff 

wherein dn e n/dT is the thermo-optic coefficient of the fibre material and drieff is 
the effective refractive index. 
Claims 8 and 1 1 have been amended as follows, as per telephone interview with Mr. 
Peter Su: 

8. Method for manufacturing a device, comprising the following steps: forming a 

diffraction grating area along an optical axis of an optical fibre bringing in contact 
of at least said area of the optical fibre with monomelic and/or oligomeric 
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precursor materials give a layer or a coating of said monomelic and/or oligomeric 
precursor materials, wherein said diffraction grating area is in direct contact with 
said monomelic and/or oligomeric precursor materials having a negative thermal 
expansion coefficient, a, satisfying the following equation: 

a=-(diWdT)/n e ff 

wherein dn e n/dT is the thermo-optic coefficient of the fibre material and diVf is 
the effective refractive index.

Examiner's Statement Of Reasons For Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record in this application fails to disclose a fiber grating filter optical waveguide device with an 
optical fiber consisting essentially of silica, a diffraction grating region where the diffraction 
grating region is in direct contact with a material having a negative thermal expansion 
coefficient, a, satisfying the following equation, a=-(dneff/dT)/n e ff. Furthermore, as disclosed in 
the Specification in paragraph 39, the temperature coefficient ranges from -7 to -9xlO^/K with a 
thermooptic coefficient ranging from 10 to 1 lxl0' 6 /k and an effective refractive index between 
1.45 and 1.47. The closest prior art of record is over U.S. Patent 6,067,392 to Wakami et al. 
Wakami et al. discloses a diffraction fiber grating region on an optical fiber. Further, Wakami et 
al. discloses a diffracting grating region to be in contact with a polymer material with a negative 
thermal expansion coefficient and the fiber to consist of silica. Wakami et al. additionally 
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discloses a range for the negative thermal expansion coefficient to be between -1.8xlO" 5 /°C and 
-7.2x1 0" 6 /°C. However, it fails to fall in the range disclosed by Applicant. (Note the different 
units) Furthermore, Wakami et al. fails to mention or disclose a thermooptic coefficient and an 
effective refractive index range. Therefore, Claims 1-10 are allowed.
